EXPORT LICENSING 


pXPORT OF UNMANUFACTURED TOBACCO, 
SILVER BULLION AND HORSES 


The Board of Trade have made an Order (S.R. & O., 
1940, No. 738, price 1d.) under which the export of 
unmanufactured tobacco, whether stripped or not, in- 
duding shorts and smalls not denatured, and stalks, 
also of silver bullion, to any destination on and after 
18 May, is permitted only under licence issued by the 
Export Licensing Department, Inveresk House, 
346, Strand, London, W.C.2. By the same Order, the 
export of horses to any destination (instead of, as here- 
tofore, to certain destinations only) on and after 
18 May, is permitted only under licence issued by the 
Export Licensing Department.

REVISED ARRANGEMENT FOR APPLICATIONS FOR

ment on the issue of licences.

Only one copy of 
the application form is required. It is pointed out that

IMPORT DUTIES ORDER 
FOREIGN FRESH FISH 


The Treasury have issued the Import Duties 
(Exemptions) (No. 2) Order, 1940, which provides for 
the exemption of certain imported fresh fish of foreign 
catching from the general ad valorem duty of 10 per 
cent. for a period of one year.

MINISTRY OF SUPPLY 
TIMBER CONTROL 


The Minister of Supply has made the Control of 
Timber (No. 12) Order, 1940 (S.R. & O., 1940, No. 
737, price 2d.), which provides that as from Tuesday 
21 May 1940 prices for home-grown timber may be 
negotiated between buyers and sellers in cases in which 
prices are not already fixed by the Control Orders and 
also in cases where prices are already fixed but in which 
the timber is of exceptionally large dimensions. In all 
such cases delivery of the timber may not be made 
until the negotiated price has been submitted to and 
approved by the Timber Controller. 

The Schedule to the Order makes provision for :— 

(1) the certification of ‘‘ town ’’ mills; 

(2) the extension to home-grown sleepers produced 
in certified ‘‘ port-city’’ and certified 
‘town ’’ mills of the increased charges 
which certified mills are at present per- 
mitted to charge for other timber converted 
by them; and 

(3) maximum prices for home-grown timber items 
not shown in previous Orders. 

As is the case with ‘‘ port-city ’’ mills, the grading 
of ‘‘ town ’’ mills will be determined in accordance 
with costs of production, etc., furnished by appli- 
cants who, in the first instance, should apply to the 
Timber Controller (Department III, Branch 6), Min- 
istry of Supply, Clifton Down Hotel, Bristol, 8, for 
the appropriate form of application. The Minister may 
refuse any application for a certificate and may with- 
draw any certificate which has been granted.

ANGLO-TURKISH CLEARING OFFICE 


The Controller of the Anglo-Turkish Clearing Office 
wishes to observe that the operation of the Trade and 
Payments Agreement on a basis of compensation in- 
volves the linking of exports of United Kingdom goods 
with exports of Turkish goods. This process is effected 
by the Central Bank of Turkey, who register each 
transaction under a compensation number. It is 
therefore, important that when payment is made to 
the Bank of England for Turkish goods imported the 
relative compensation number or numbers should be 
given on the A.T.C.O. Form 2 or 2e, and also the f.o.b. 
value of the goods, for transmission to the Central 
Bank of Turkey by the Clearing Office. 

If the above-mentioned information is not given, 
delay in payment to the Turkish exporter may occur, 
and, further, the use of the sterling received by the 
Clearing Office in making payments to United King- 
dom exporters is also subject to delay.

leaf that will enable the industry to carry en ona 
basis of reasonable profit and normal expansion, 

()) whether any increase in the differential excise 
rate in favour of tobacco in which only 
Australian-grown leaf is used is justified and 
whether the differential excise should be ex- 
tended to tobacco in which 50 per cent. or more 
of the leaf used is Australian-grown; 

(c) whether stocks of good quality Australian-grown 
leaf, held by manufacturers and in sight, are 
sufficient to justify the use of a greater propor- 
tion of that leaf in the manufacture of tobacco 
and cigarettes and whether a greater proportion 
of Australian-grown leaf can be successfully used; 

(d) whether, in the event of a finding in relation to 
questions (b) and (c) being in the negative, the 
Tariff Board considers that assistance at present 
granted to the tobacco-growing industry by 
means of import duties and differential excise is 
sufficient to promote the economic development 
of that industry.

ELECTRIC POWER 


As the industrial areas have developed the number 
of coal-burning installations has increased, and this 
has resulted in the problem of ‘‘ Smoke Nuisance ” 
becoming of considerable importance. 

Some years ago the Electricity Commission set up a com- 
mittee to enquire fully into the problem in so far as it 
affected electric power stations, and in the report that was 
subsequently issued by this committee tha view was ex- 
pressed that before the problem could be adequately tackled 
it was essential that there should be agreed Standards for: 

(a) A Method of Testing the 
Chimneys,

(b) A Method for Determining and Expressing the Size 
of Dust Particles. 
_ The task of preparing appropriate Standards was accord- 
ingly referred to the British Standards Institution and 
B.S. No. 893 has now been issued. 

Mr. A. N. East of the Electricity Commission was the 
Chairman of the Committee responsible for preparing this 
publication, and it is evident that a considerable amount of 
work has been carried out. 

Information on the subject which was available in this 
and other countries was obtained and examined. Where 
information was not available an attempt was made to 
obtain it by arranging for the necessary experimental work 
to be carried out. . 

Accordingly, the fact that a complete answer to the prob- 
lem has not been obtained is due solely to the complexities 
of the problem rather than to a lack of their recognition.

It is hoped that the accumulated experience resulting 
from the adoption of the standard methods will provide 
material that will enable further progress to be made. 

The Standard is in three essential parts as follows :— 


Part 1. Method for the determination of the emission 
of solids from a chimney. 


Part 2. Method for

grading the dust by air 


Part 3. Descriptions of various forms of sampling tube 
which may be used in dust sampling. 


A number of diagrams are included in the Standard 
and there is an appendix which deals with the problem of 
ensuring uniform and uni-directional flow of flue gases— 
one of the essentials for the reliable sampling of a dust- 
laden flue gas stream. 

The Standard is one which will be of particular interest 
to all concerned with fuel combustion.

METHODS FOR THE MICROBIOLOGICATL 
EXAMINATION OF BUTTER 


The British Standards Institution has just issued 
British Standard Methods for the Microbiological 
Examination of Butter (B.S. 895-1940). 

As is already known the work of the Empire Marketing 
Board Dairy Research Committee and its Sub-Committees 
was taken over by the British Standards Institution in 
November 1933. 

The new publication covers the method of sampling, the 
treatment of the sample, the apparatus to be used, the 
diluent, plating and counting and the media for the 
differential enumeration of various micro-organisms in 
butter. 


The bacteriological methods for the examination of butter 
were again carefully reviewed and it was decided that to 
be of practical value the methods of examination should be 
as few and as simple as possible, reproducible, and should 
fairly reflect the commercial properties of the butter, 
reveal faults in manufacture and give some measure of the 
keeping quality. The Committee decided that the deter- 
mination of pathogenic organisms was not within their pur- 
view, moreover, owing to the almost universal pasteurisa- 
tion of cream these organisms should not be present. The 
literature upon the subject of the bacteriological examina- 
tion of butter was found to be very extensive but somewhat 
unrelated. Many papers dealt merely with the determina- 
tion of numbers or groups of organisms, without reference 
to any particular property of the butter. One essential 
feature of bacteriological methods had been almost com- 
pletely neglected, in that no attempt appeared to have been 
made to establish the reproducibility of results when several 
observers examining samples of one and the same specimen 
of butter used prescribed methods. Owing to the diver- 
gence of opinion apparent from the literature, the Com- 
mittee decided to attempt to repair these deficiencies. 
Methods of sampling, preparation of emulsions of butter, 
diluents, temperatures of incubation, the effects of various 
components of media (e.g. peptones) and the suitability 
of media for their special purpose, were all studied inde- 
pendently and the results compared and examined statisti- 
cally. Several drafts of the Committee’s proposals were 
circulated and the comments studied and, where appro- 
priate, incorporated. It has not been found possible to 
publish the details of the Committee’s work, but it is hoped 
to do this at a later date. 

The British Standard Methods now recommended are in- 
tended as the basis for observations comparing the counts 
of organisms of the various types with the commercial 
properties of the butter and revealing faults in manufac- 
ture, transport or storage. Those who use these methods 
are invited to communicate their results to the British 
Standards Institution. 

The Committee recommends storage at 60° F. (as used 
by the National Mark Butter Committee) for the purpose 
of observations of keeping quality after cold storage. 
Finally, the methods of test now put forward should be 
regarded as only a first attempt, as modifications shown to 

necessary by practical experience will be introduced 
from time to time.

APPLIED TO GENERAL BUILDING 
CONSTRUCTION 


The revision of B.S. 538—Metal Are Welding of 
Steel Structures—has been awaited by industry for 
some time and its publication is both welcome and 
opportune. 

It had been known that the main object of preparing this 
revision was to bring the standard into line with the con- 
ditions issued by the London County Council under which 
welding would be permitted in London. 

There is, accordingly, very much which is common in both 
documents, but the British standard is somewhat more com- 
prehensive in that it deals in greater detail with the 
important aspects of workmanship and testing.

STRETCHERS 


Very large quantities of stretchers are being manu- 
factured at the present time, and in response to a 
request received from the British Medical Association, 
endorsed by the Ministry of Health, the British 
Standards Institution has prepared a specification re- 
lating to the dimensions of stretchers, stretcher carriers 
in ambulances and hospital trolleys. Since the pre- 
paration of a complete specification must necessarily 
take some little time, the present publication repre- 
sents a preliminary issue of the Standard, which is 
limited in its scope to dimensions only. A more com- 
prehensive specification, including requirements in 
regard to construction and materials, is being prepared, 
and will be issued at a later date. 

The present specification gives those dimensions which 
are essential for stretchers if various types of construction 
are to be interchangeable in ambulances and on hospital 
trolleys. 

The recommendations are based on the ordinary hazards 
of accident and illness in civil life, and are by no means 


intended solely for A.R.P. purposes.

BRITISH INDIA 
CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


The Indian Tariff (Amendment) Act, 1940, provides for 
the imposition of a standard rate of duty of 3 per cent. 
ad valorem on ‘‘ barks for tanning ”’ (Tariff Item 13 (1) ). 
Such goods were previously admitted free of duty. 

The Indian Tariff (Second Amendment) Act, 1940, pro- 
vides for the following amendments to the First Schedule 
of the Indian Customs Tariff (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ” of 3 August 1939 (pages 181-200) ): 

(a) In Items Nos. 10 (1), 10 (2) and 11 (1) in the last 
column, for the figure ‘‘ 1940’ the figure ‘‘ 1941 ”’ shall be 
substituted. 

(b) In Items Nos. 46, 46 (1), 47, 47 (1), 48 and 48 (4), 
in the last column, for the figure ‘‘ 1940” the figure 
‘€ 1942 ” shall be substituted. 


BRITISH INDIA AND BURMA 
EXPORT PROHIBITIONS: JUTE AND RUBBER 

The ‘‘ Gazette of India (Extraordinary) ’’ of 9 March 
contains the following Notification issued in the Finance 
Department on that date :— 

No. D./1316-F.—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-rule (3) of rule 84 of the Defence of India Rules it 
is hereby ordered by the Central Government that with 
effect from the 25th of March 1940, the export of the goods 
mentioned in List I to the countries and territories men- 
tioned in List II, either directly or indirectly, is pro- 
hibited unless a certificate is furnished to the Collector of 
Customs by the Reserve Bank of India or by a person 
authorised by the Reserve Bank of India to deal in foreign 
exchange that foreign exchange representing the fair 
market value of the goods at the port of embarkation has 
been or will be disposed of in a manner and within a period 
approved by the Reserve Bank of India. ‘The said certi- 
ficate shail be attached to the additional copy of the ship- 
ping bill prescribed by the notification of the Government 
of India in the Finance Department, No. D./7891-F., dated 
the 27th December 1939. 

2. In addition to the penalties prescribed by the Defence 
of India Rules for false representation the Central Govern- 
ment reserve the right to refuse further licences to export 
to any person who is found to have obtained an export 
certificate by false representation.

AUSTRALIA 
IMPORT LICENSING REGULATIONS: 
EXEMPTIONS 


With reference to the list of exemptions from the Import 
Licensing Regulations published in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ’’ of 1 February 1940 (page 127), the High Com- 
missioner of Australia has informed the Board of Trade 
that a Notice issued by the Commonwealth Minister for 
Trade and Customs, published in the ‘‘ Commonwealth of 
Australia Gazette” of 18 April 1940, limits the exemption 
in the case of goods imported through the post to the 
following : 

Goods sent by an individual to an individual through 
the Post Office consisting of consignments not of a 
commercial nature. 

(Previously goods imported by post were exempt if the 
duty did not exceed £5, provided the goods were not in 
Category D of the Import Licensing Schedule.) 


CEYLON 
IMPORT DUTY ON TOBACCO 

The ‘‘Ceylon Government Gazette’’ of 10 April 1940 
contains Customs Notification (Tariff) No. 40/3 of the same 
date which provides that the Preferential Rate of duty on 
unmanufactured tobacco imported into Ceylon is decreased 
from Rs. 5 to Rs. 3 per lb. The General Rate of Rs. 5.30 
per lb. is unchanged.

BULGARIA 
EXPORT PROHIBITIONS 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Sofia re- 
ports that a Royal Decree promulgated in ‘‘ State Gazette ”’ 
No. 90 of 19 April 1940 prohibits the exportation from Bul- 
garia of fatty acids and fatty residues. 


FRANCE AND ALGERIA 
SUSPENSION OF CUSTOMS DUTY ON 
POTATOES 


The French ‘“ Journal Officiel’’ of 11 May contains a 
Decree, dated 3 May, which suspends until 30 June 1940 
the Customs duties levied in France and Algeria on potatoes 
for consumption and for potato-starch works and seed 
potatoes (Tariff No. 83) when imported under certain con- 
ditions which will be fixed later by an Order of the Minister 
of Agriculture. 


SWITZERLAND 
IMPORT AND EXPORT RESTRICTIONS AND

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


| NEUTRALITY ACT OF 19389: DEFINITION OF 
COMBAT AREA 


The President of the United States has issued a Procla- 
mation, dated 10 April, under Section 3 of the Neutrality

From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, where 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer- 
ence, and is available to any firm trading in goods manu- 
factured in the United Kingdom upon personal or written 
application to the Department at New Public Offices, Great 
George Street, London, S.W.1. 


The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following :—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade pro- 
ducts; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general 
conditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for 
particular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign 
competition and suggestions for meeting it; methods of 
distribution and marketing; credit conditions; terms of 
payment, etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of 
United Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suit- 
able to act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom 
firms; Foreign and Colonial Taritf and Customs Regula- 
tions, statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates 
of Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; 
Consular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc. 


Members of United Kingdom firms visiting Overseas 
markets are recommended to call on the Department’s resi- 
dent officers and to see that their own local representatives 
keep in touch with these officers. It is to the advantage of 
all United Kingdom firms having Overseas agents to notify 
the respective Overseas officers of the Department of the 
names and addresses of such agents and to keep them in- 
formed of any changes that may take place in their Over- 
seas representation. 


METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES 


The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Overseas connections, but it is desired to call attention to 
one or two points, the observance of which will facilitate 
the supply of information required. 


When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the appli- 
cant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners in the British Empire, and to the Commercial 
Diplomatic or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it 
is generally advisable to communicate in the first instance 
with the Department of Overseas Trade, New Public Offices, 
Great George Street, London, S.W.1, as the information 
required is frequently already in the possession of the 
Department, and the delay involved in communicating with 
the officers abroad can therefore often be avoided. Should 
the information required not be available in London, the 
Department will make all necessary enquiries abroad on the 
applicant’s behalf. 


When making applications for information enquiries 
should clearly specify :— 


(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required ; 

(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 

(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required. 


EXPORT CREDIT GUARANTEES 
PROVISION FOR PROTECTION AGAINST Loss 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1939, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised 
to give guarantees in connection with the export to any 
country of goods not being munitions of war. The 
guarantees may be given to, or for the benefit of, any 
person, firm or company carrying on business in the United 
Kingdom, and the goods, generally speaking, must be home 
produced, i.e. wholly or partly produced or manufactured 
in the United Kingdom.

SHort-TerM CREDITS 


The guarantees protect exporters against the main risk 
of giving credit to oversea buyers. Losses arising from the 
insolvency of the buyer can be covered by the Department's 
Comprehensive Guarantee Policy for the whole of an ex- 
porter’s business during a forward period of twelve months. 
An Addendum to the Comprehensive Guarantee, which can 
be obtained for a supplementary premium, protects the ex- 
porter against the risk that a buyer may be unable to make 
payment when due owing to the imposition of exchange 
restriction, or to the occurrence of war between the im- 
porter’s country and the United Kingdom, or to war, 
hostilities, civil war, rebellion, revolution, insurrection, 
civil commotion or other disturbance in the country of the 
buyer.

Firms in the engineering and allied industries are often 
asked to give medium-term credits of from one to five years 
to purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether they be 
governments, municipalities or private traders. In the 
case of private buyers the risk covered by the Department 
is the loss which may be sustained from the insolvency of 
the buyer. In the case of governments, municipalities and 
other public bodies the Department’s guarantee covers ex- 
porters against the risk of default. The question of raising 
funds for financing this kind of contract is frequently a 
matter of difficulty. Experience has shown that in such 
cases negotiations are greatly facilitated by the Depart- 
ment’s guarantees.
